SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  AREA 

Water 

There  have  not  been  any  extensions  of  water  mains 
during  the  year. 

Seven  samples  were  taken  from  public  service  mains 
for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  and  all  reported 
on  as  being  satisfactory. 

Seven  samples  were  taken  from  local  wells. 

Action  was  taken  for  provision  of  a  proper  supply 
where  necessary. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  Disposal 

Work  connecting  the  drains  of  houses  on  Court  Farm 
Estate,  Desford  Way  and  Orchard  Way  was  commenced 
during  the  year. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  work  of  sewering  Stan- 
well  has  not  been  completed  as  the  cesspools  at  the  Council 
houses  in  Stanwell  Close  and  other  houses  in  Bedfont  Road 
are  frequently  overflowing  and  giving  rise  to  nuisances. 

Public  Cleansing 

Home  Refuse  and  Salvage  material  is  collected  on  al¬ 
ternate  weeks  over  the  whole  area. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

One  complaint  of  obstruction  .of  a  river  was  investi¬ 
gated  and  the  obstruction  was  removed. 

No  action  for  pollution  was  necessary  during  the  year. 

Camping  Sites 

Four  convictions  were  obtained  during  the  year  against 
persons  for  using  land  at  the  towpath  Laleham,  for  occup- 
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atioii  by  moveable  dwellings  without  the  consent  of  the 
Council  and  one  conviction  for  using  land  by  a  moveable 
dwelling  at  Kingston  Road  Staines. 

Consent  was  refused  on  one  application  for  the  use  of 
land  for  a  similar  purpose  in  Ashford. 

Smoke  Abatement 

No  action  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  arising  from 
smoke  was  necessary  during  the  year. 

Schools 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  for  the  remedy¬ 
ing  of  s^itary  defects  during  the  year. 

Premises  used  as  a  private  school  found  to  be  unsuit¬ 
able  for  the  purpose  was  closed  during  the  year.

Action  for  the  detection  and  prevention  of  adulteration 
of  food  is  taken  by  Inspectors  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Council  excepting  in  urgent  cases  on  complaint  when  action 
is  taken  by  the  Sanitary 'Inspectors. 

Notifiable  Diseases 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scar¬ 
let  Fever  as  compared  to  1942  the  total  being  156  cases. 

or  these  128  were  treated  in  Hospital,  the  Average 
number  of  days  in  Hospital  per  case  was  22.8. 

This  compared  favourably  with  the  average  of  30.39 
in  1942. 

Only  five  cases  of  Diptheria  were  notified  with  one 
death. 

No  case  of  Diptheria  occurred  among  children  who  had 
been  immunised  against  it. 
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1  enclose  charts  showing  the  num1)er  of  the  various 
diseases  notified  and  their  age  groups. 

Tuberculosis 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  have  increased  slightly  as  compared  to  1942. 

Twenty  four  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  as  compared  to  twenty  one  in  1942  and  13  cases  of 
Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  as  compared  to  11  cases. 

Scabies  and  Lice  Infestation 

In  addition  to  the  treatment  Centre  at  Ashford  which 
is  run  by  the  Middlesex  County  Council  a  further  Centre 
was  opened  in  Staines. 

This  is  staffed  by  squads  of  women  and  men  who  arc 
all  volunteers. 

More  than  300  cases  have  been  successfully  dealt  with 
at  this  centre. 

Immunisation 

There  has  again  been  a  good  response  to  Immunisation, 
1521  children  having  been  successfully  immunised  during 
the  year;  of  these  596  were  under  5  years  of  age  and  925 
between  5  and  15  years.  Approximately  65%  of  children 
of  school  age  have  now  been  successfully  immunised. 

No  child  who  has  been  immunised  has  taken  diptheria 
during  the  year.
